WitbColuiubu* ami Kane, MRMMI and 
Willi* ami Byron and Bruce, Living- 
stone, ami many more have I wandered. 

Mr. Kdltor, from Ihe midst of just 
such a train of reflections as we have 
here, by way of intnsluction, I awoke 
early Monday morning, August loth, 
found myself in company with a cheer- 
ful little parly, consisting of Miss Roll, 
Mr. John fates, Prof. Boll, Miss Lizzie 
Morton \ ami 'Mrs. Stiles. We glided 
along ov er hills and valleys, w ith grace- 
ful ami sweeping curves, hy village- 
ami vineyards until we arrived ut LmR> 
villc-of this city I will not speak, aa it 
n|»eaks for itself.

getber. 

'The view of the small fall WM grand 
beyond de-crlptioll. 'The Water* seemed 
studded with precious stones glistening 
in the noonday sun. 

We tore ourselves away from <.'od*s 
grainiest w ork and repaired to Pro- pet t 
Park, thence acrotts the iron bridge to 
i anada. 

Viewing the American ami Canadian 
Horse Shoe Fall* my pen fail* me, and 
although then- is a grand old picture iu 
my mind, I mti-t remain as tpiict as a 
" painted ship on a paiuttil iH-ean." 
" TIs Boinetlilug so sublime descriptiou 
would but make it less. 'Tin something 
we can't define, can feel hut not ex- 
press." 

On the Canada shore Is a large hotel, 
w here we secured gum.sult* and a guide 
ami went slowly dow n to Table Bock, 
RH feet under the Fall*. Tin* spray 
welcoiuetl u* wilh a ki**. Pure sulphur 
water wa* isizing out from the rock 
wall. The water aU»ve us resciublctl 
Hilver hair. It was constantly quiring 
ilown, thothing, roaring, w hirling.w hi-l- 
RwRi twisting, glistening ami -parklmg 
in the ii'Minday *un. 'The spray was a 
" Uiptisui of beauty/' ami the grand 
old water* MMR hi say, 41 men may 
come, ami men may go, but I go on 
forever." We left Table EfcucR ami 
went up Cork-crew Tower. We also 
visited Burning Springs, a curiosity not 
to In* found iu any other |«rt of the 
worhl. The water i- clear, ami, although 
it Is burning, you can drink it ami lie 
refreshed. 

At flight We U-held the Falls by elec- 
tric light from various points. At one 
time you would think you were iu u 
lake of fire, tll.*U the light would lie 
throw n so as to make a dark oriental 
picture -the Cataract in the distance, 
iH-autiful islands, grand old bridges 
H|tamiJng the waters, persons going to 
and fro, diatant thunder, as it were, 
merry conversation, musical laughter, 
MRR echoed, making in all a varied 
scene. Who can i nihil it? 

We look the morning train for LaVJ i— 
ton, where we found the Kin press of 
I India, a large pleasure tsmt, waiting to 
U-ar us nero*s the Ui-oni of Lake On- 
tario to Toronto. We sailed ttoWH Nia- 
gara Biveraml MMI found our boat on 
Ihe calm lake.
